The State Normal School of Stev- 


ens Point will open up for another 
year on Tuesday next, Aug. 27th. 
The corps of teachers is larger by two 
than last year, but is the same with 
the exception of one resignation and 
three additions. 
Miss Haney, who 


left here last 'April, has tendered her 
resignation, owing to ill health, and 
is now at her home m New York. 


Mrs. Mary E. Bradford has been 


elevated to the position of director of 
the practice department. 
Her for- 


mer place as teacher in the grammar 
department will be filled by Miss Flora 
E. Stewart, who for the past two years 
has been a student at Wellsley Col- 
lege, 
Wellsley, Mass. 
She is a 


graduate of the full course in the 
Whitewater Normal, for five years 
was first assistant in the High School 
of Whitewater, and for one year 
taught the grammar grade and was 
ward principal at Beloit. 


Miss Louise Montgomery will have 


charge of the work in English in the 
Normal department, including gram- 
mar, composition and rhetoric. She 
is a graduate of the classical course, 
University of Minnesota, class of '90, 
and afterwards became a teacher of 
English in Throop University, Pasa- 
dena, Gal. She spent the last year at 
the University of Chicago, from which 
institution she graduated. 


Mrs. Ida A. Elliott has been ap- 


pointed as teacher of geography and 
assistant in English in the Normal 
department. For some years she was 
a teacher of geograhy and principal of 
agrammer school at Muskegan, Mich. 
During the past year she studied 
pedagogy in the University of City of 
New York, completing ;the work for 
degree of Master of Pedagogy th's 
year. 


The faculty now numbers fifteen, 


and with this number of teachers the 
ratio of teachers to pupils is such as 
to insure to each pupil the personal 
attention and assistance of all the 
teachers. 
. > 


The interior of the 'building has 


been somewhat changed during the 
past few weeks, and among the 
changes most noticable, is the transfer 
of the library from its old quarters to 
the large room in front, on the second 
floor, heretofore used as a reading 
room only. This room is abundantly 
lighted, and the arrangement of book 
cases will be such as to make all books 
accessible. 
Beading tables will be 


conveniently placed in some of the 
alcoves and also in the main part of 
the room. New racks and tables and 
more economical space will be pro- 
vided for magazines and newspapers 
belonging to the reading room, and 
the supply of these will be about 
double of last year, increasing the i 
variety as well as the amount and 
covering the fields of, science and lit- 
erature, as well as general news. 


Another change is in the northeast 


corner of the third floor, where a 
room about twenty-five feet square 
has been finished off for a biological 
department. 
Large skylights here 


afford abundant light, and the room 
is provided with hot and cold water, 
the necessary cupboards and all appar- 
atus that is required. 


The plumbing firm of Patterson & 


Eggleston have been busy for several 
days making needed additions. 
The 


bath departments wliich were used by 
both sexes last year, will be used ex- 
clusively by the gentler sex hereafter. 
New bath rooms for the men and boys 
are now being added, consisting of 
four shower baths, a bath tub, a 
urinal and closet. 
A lavatory and 


urinal are also being placed in the 
president's room, and the water ser- 
vice is being extended to the third 
floor. This work represents an out- 
lay of about $400. 


It will be seen, therefore, that the 


Stevens Point Normal is now better 
prepared than heretofore to care for 
the training of pupils. The attend- 
ance last year was most satisfactory 
for the first year, but that there will 
a material and large increase this year 
there is no doubt. 


The increased facilities in the base- 


ment in connection with the gymna- 
sium will be much appreciated by the 
young men. There have been added a 
large number of private lockers, suffi- 
cient to accomodate all the students, 
and also several baths. 
These addi- 


tions occupy a space about 18x40 feet, 
most conveniently placed for access 
from the hall and the gymnasium. 


When Prof. Culver returns from his 


work as teacher of geology in the Uni- 
versity Summer School at Madison, he 
will find wafting for him seven or eight 
large cases of chemicals and apparatus 
that have filled a part of the lower 
nail for some weeks. The professor is 
not an easy man to satisfy, however, 
and a second installment will doubt- 
less arriTe about the time he has these 
properly sorted and shelved. 


THE SECOXD YEAR. 


The State Normal School will open 


next Tuesday, Aug. 27th, for its sec- 
ond year. 
The first day, Tuesday, 


will be given to examination of candi- 
dates for admission, to the arrange- 
ment of classes for old students, and 
the drawing of text books. 
It is ex- 


pected that Wednesday the details of 
organization will be perfected and the 
regular work of the term begun. 


Pupils who were attending the 


model school at the close of the term 
in June, will find seats reserved for 
them on Tuesday, the first day of the 
term. Those who are not present on 
that day and do not send any special 
request for seats, will be understood 
to have withdrawn,, and seats will be 
given to those pupils in regular order 
who have made application for admis- 
sion to the several grades. The pros- 
pect is that all departments will be 
well filled, and those pupils of the 
model school who do not expect to at- 
tend this .coming year, will confer a 
favor by notifying the president of the 
school at once, either in person or by 
postal card. 


It is expected that a part of the 


eight grade of last year will be formed 
into an "eighth grade A" class, to con- 
tinue at least half of the year in order 
to make more thorough preparation 
for the Normal and preparatory 
classes. 
Their studies will include 


elementary algebra as well as work in 
the common branches, and a few will 
be permitted to begin the study of a 
language in the Normal department. 


President Pray will be at the school 


on Monday to answer any questions 
pertaining to the school, and applica- 
tions for seats m the Model School 
may be sent by mail.

The Building* in the Variou* Ward* are 


Looked Over, and Some Im- 


preMloaa are Made. 


The School Board committee on 


repairs and supplies, accompanied by 
the president and superintendent, 
made its annual inspection of the 
various school houses in the city, last 
Thursday afternoon. The 4th ward 
building was the first one visited, and 
here everything was found in excellent 
condition, the work of cleaning being 
about completed by the janitor, C. H. 
JMase. He has the faculty of doing 
jhis work well, and is one of the most 
reliable public servants in the city. 
The roof of this building has just been 
repainted, the window sash and doom 
will be touched up and some slight 
Alterations will be made in the water 
pipes. 


The West Side school might do 


"credit to a back woods district, but it 
lacks every semblance of a modern 
building, with comfort and con- 
ivenience, and the sanitary conditions 
«re the worst Imaginable. A room 
•full of children manage to study and 
iexist here, however, nine and one- 
jhalf months in the year, and a good- 
matured teacher has an undesirable 
task in making them and herself 
"happy. 


The oldest school in the city, the 


second ward structure, was next vis- 
ited. Here some repairs bad already 
been made in replacing plastering 
upon the ceilings that had fallen off 
^wing to the roof leaking- 
This 


•building is in a good state of repair, 
when the fact is considered that it 
was erected aearly forty years ago, 
.and some of the old seats that were 
in use "when you and I were boys 
together," are still doing service. On 
the lower floor of this building nearly 
fifty lights of glass were found broken, 
the work of some destructive-inclined 
urchin or urchins. This is a frequent 
occurrence in this ward during vaca- 
tion, no matter how watchful the 
janitor, J. H. Bellinger, and others 
may be, and an example of the guilty 
ones will be made as soon as positive 
proof can be secured. 


The 6th ward building looked neat 


and attractive on the Interior, the 
work of cleaning having just been 
livshed by the janitor, John htockley, 
wfio takes a pardonable pride m hav- 
ing everything look well. . The torn 
curtains compared very unfavorably 
with the general surroundings, but a 
promise that action would be taken 
on this matter, caused a look of con- 
tentment to pass over the countenance 
of Mr. Stoekley. 
The raising of shade 


trees about the grounds in this ward 
has proved a failure thus far. 


The 3d and 5th wards were next 


visited, followed by a call at the High 
School. 
The interior of both of the 


first mentioned buildings never looked 
better and neater, and the first men- 
tioned structure may well be said to 
be the model ward school building of 
Central Wisconsin. The janitors who 
have them in charge are ever watch- 
ful and attentive to duty, and the 
least- amount possible is expended 
from year to year in repairs. 
The 


gymnasium recently added to the 
High School is an important factor 
for engendering an interest and in 
teaching physical culture, and con- 
sidering the amount expended thus 
far, some excellent apparatus has been 
secured. This structure is the pride 
of every citizen of Stevens Point, and 
no more efficient person could be 
secured to act in the capacity ot 
janitor than N. E. Ainsworth. 


The expedition was concluded at 


the "chicken coop" in the 1st ward, 
but as the keys which opens the pon- 
derous doors leading within were miss- 
ing, an inspection of the foul-smelling 
and over heated interior had to be 
postponed until another day, possibly 
until after the erection of the new 
building.

GEN. SHERMAN'S SON. 


Bev. Thos. ISwing Sherman Deliver* a 


Fine Address at the Grand 


Opera House. 


The citizens of Stevons Point were 


favored with an address by Rev. Thos. 
Ewing Sherman, the eloquent son of 
the late Gen. Wm. Tccumseh Sher- 
man, last Monday evening. It was 
given at Grand *0~pera' Hoiise, and 
although the audience was not large, 
everyone present went away well 
pleased at its close, and sorry that the 
honored divine did not speak for two 
hours Instead of one. Father Sher- 
man is a young man, scarcely forty 
years of age, of medium heighth and 
slender build. He is most 
affable, 


plain and courteous, a ready conver- 
sationalist, and has the happy faculty 
of putting those whom ho meets 
quickly at ease and perfectly at home, 
as it were. After a halMiour's con- 
versation, one feels as though he had 
known the reverend gentleman for a 
life time, and is loth to part his com- 
pany. 
Those who remember Gen. 


Sherman as he was in the days of tbe 
revolution, when he was pronounced 
"the greatest field officer the war pro- 
duced," say there is a striking family 
resemblance between father and son. 
The latter is considerably smaller, 
and of a darker complexion, but the 
features are similar in many respects. 
Father Sherman had been holding a 
mission at the Veterans Home, Wau- 
paca, for a few days, and it was not 
until Thursday afternoon that he was 
secured by Rev. W. J. Rice, pastor of 
St. Stephen's church, to give a lecture 
in this city. The facts of his coming 
could, therefore, be but briefly adver- 
tised. 
On Sunday afternoon he sp»kc 


at Lanark. 


The subject of his lecture here was 


"The Present Position of Catholics," 
and the object was to show that the 
ordinary accusations made against the 
Catholic church are without founda- 
tion. The lecturer spoke first of the 
great advantages to Catholics of hav- 
ing an apostolic delegate in America, 
as a court of last rchort in disputed 
questions, a court of easy access and 
high authority. Ifc then considered 
the question of church and state in 
Amercla, contending that the relation 
was practically the best, whatever the 
theory might ue. Ho also contended 
that the church was the friend and 
patron of civil and religious liberty, 
citing many historical examples in 
proof of his assertion, going back sev- 
eral hundred years before the signing 
of the Declaration of Independence. 
The question of divided allegiance 
was dwelt upon at some length, Fath- 
er Sherman maintaining that spirtual 
ami temporal allegiance may 
ho 


separated without conflict. There is 
only one "allegiance" in fact, 
as 


allegiance means loyalty to country. 


He praised the church for her work 


throughout the world and ages, spoke 
of the many reasons why she Is lovod 
by her people, lauded the country for 
its many great qualities, and closed 
his eloquent discourse by comparing 
church and state to father and mother 
in one happy home.

order early in the forenoon of Thurs- 
day a motion to make this city the 
next meeting place when through 
unanimously.

was heard fifteen or twenty minutes 
later when a delegate from Wausau 
recovered from his surprise, but it 
was given in such a good naturcd 
manner that the delegate received the 
applause of his neighbors.

PARIS CHURCH BELLS. 


When They Are Rung and In What «n 


Old Kiuhloiiecl Manner. 


Tho ringing of tho church bolls in Paris, 


whether upon religious or civic occasions, 
Is regulated not by tho church authorities, 
but by those of tho luy or municipal gov- 
ernment 
Tho nuiyor of each arrondisse- 


metit has the right to make use of tho bolls 
of his precinct on certain specified occa- 
sions, within tho restrictions of the gener 
al ministerial edict controlling both tho 
religious and the civil ringings. Tho ec- 
clesiastical authorities aro not permitted 
to ring their bolls before 4 o'clock In tho 
morning or after 9 In tho evening from 
Easter to the 31st of October; nor before 5 
In tho morning or after 8 iu tho evening 
from Nov 1 to Eustor 
Tho only excep- 


tion to this rule Is Christmas night. 


However, owing not so much to those 


restrictions as to tho cost of ringing the 
bolls, particularly tho chimes, these are not 
hoard nearly so often or so generally In 
Paris as in some other capitals, notably 
Rome, and when tho Parisian chimes do 
sound, thoy aro not always to be commend- 
ed for tuno and time. This, in its turn, 
may bo attributed to tho old fashioned 
mothud of hanging and ringing the bells 
of Saint Sulpieo 


Those bolls are not rung by means of 


ropes and lovers, as Is the modern cus- 
tom. They are so balanced on their hang- 
ings that oven the largest can bo sot swing- 
ing by a direct application of man force, 
and with such vivacity of motion that the 
clapper strikes with sharp regularity, theu 
immediately rebounds without (leadening 
tho vibration of Hound. Tho largest boll of 
Saint Sulpice weighs 6,000 kilos, or up- 
ward of IS,000 pounds, and requires four 
men to ring It. Tho groat bourdon of 
Notro Dame weighs 16,000 kilos and re- 
quires eight iiieu.—Purls I/Illustration.

traits. That women are lew modified men- 
tally and are more alike than men *lao ar- 
gue* for arrested development. But In 
many of her mental tralu woman depart* 
further than man from the savage type. 
In her moral qualities *he represent* high- 
er evolution. Tbi* 1* notably true in re- 
spect to her altruism, charity, sympathy 
and pity. It ha* been shown by Gedde* 
and Thornton, Fouillee and other*, that in 
many of the lower and *impler order* of 
animals the female IB burger than the male. 
This la true, with exception*, throughout 
the animal world as high a* the amphib- 
ians and U In oloas logical connection 
with certain other important differences 
between the sexes. These, observed also 
best among the lower orders, are as followii 
The male Is active, restless, agile. The fe- 
male, Is passive and quiescent. She has 
lower temperature, greater longevity and 
a larger fund of vitality. Her birth !• the 
accompaniment of conditions of better 
nourishment. The male is katabolio, rep- 
rewnting the expenditure of energy, Indi- 
vidualism, variation and progress. The fe- 
male is anabolic, representing .economy 
and tho building up, conserving and re- 
productive functions. She is nearer to and 
more representative of the race. 


Again, if It should be shown that wom- 


an conspicuously resembles tho infant in 
body and mind, very unwarranted infer- 
ences might bo drawn from this. It Is 
true that the Infant of the human species 
has certain curious points of resemblance to 
the lower animals, notably tho ape, but it is 
equally true that tho infant ape has cer- 
tain marked resemblances to the human 
species which tho adult ape does not have.

Were we to 
give all Cromwell's utterances on the sub- 
ject of toleration, we should fill our col- 
umns. We will, however, odd one more 
example: "I meddle not," bo says, "with 
any man's conscience. As for the people, 
what thoughts they hove In matters of re- 
ligion in their own breasts I cannot 
reach, but shall think it my duty, If they 
walk honestly and peaceably, not to caueg 
them in the least to suffer for the same."

ARIZONA INDIANS. 


Names of the Varioat Tribes and tbe Hab- 


itat of Baeh. 


An Arizona correspondent of the San 


Diego Union glvee the following defini- 
tion* of the names of various Indian tribes 
In that wild and woolly territory and the 
habitat of each: 


Apache mean* man—Adam; of the 


Apaches there are the Tontos (fools), Chlr- 
loahua (mountains), the Mojaves (half 
breeds), the Coyoteros (coyotes), the Mes- 
caleros (mescal eaters). The Plmas are 
on the Glla river; the Marlcopn* are affili- 
ated with the Plmas; Papagoes are bap- 
tised Plmas; Yumas are, on the lower Col- 
orado river; Mojaves are oa the upper Col- 
orado river; Moquls Inhabit the Indian 
city called by the Spaniard* the City of the 
Buffalo and described by the poet Southey 
M descendants of the colony of Madoo, 
prince of Wales, who sailed west In the 
twelfth century with several ships and 
never returned. These are by far the moil 
Interesting Indians In Arlaona. They have 
visited Salt Lake, U. T., and conversed 
with Welsh .Mormon*, but the Idiom U 
much changed In all these centuries. There 
was a tradition that they had a Welsh Bi- 
ble, but it has not been found. 


The Yavapals are mountain Indian*, in 


the northern part of the territory, In Ya- 
vapat county; the Hualapal* are a moun- 
tain tribe on the Santa Maria; the Bupall 
are a remnant of the cliff dwellers, near 
the canyons of the Colorado river; the Co- 
copas (Water Indians) are on the Colorado 
river In eastern San Diego county and 
Mexico; the Navajoes (knlfors) are in 
the northern port of Arizona and New 
Mexico.

Leaden. 


Washington, Aug. 17.— Th« conference 


of free silver democrats concluded Its 
session yesterday afternoon. 
The ad- 


dress and 
plan of organization was 


adopted without discussion. It says in 
part: 


The federal constitution names silver 


and gold togc-thor as the money metal 
of the United States. The first coinage 
law passed by congress under the con- 
stitution made the silver dollar the unit 
of value and ad.nitted gold to free coin- 
age at a measure measuied by the silver 
dollar unit. Tl.e act if IS'i demone- 
tizing silver was suire;.iticiou«.'ly pusred 
without the approval or knowledge of 
the American peopl'-, and f.-om the time 
when the effect of tMs ret in fastening 
upon this country the single gold stan- 
dard was understood the democratic 
party has consistently end persistently 
urged that the grievous wrong be right- 
ed. Failure to accomplish this object 
has resulted In the steady appreciation 
of gold and a corresponding fell in the 
price of commodities produced by the 
people. The lights of the American 
people, the Interests of American fabor, 
and the prosperity of American indus- 
try have a higher claim to the consider- 
ation of the people's lawmakers than 
the greed of foreign creditors or the 
avaricious demands made by "idle hold- 
ers of idle capital." The right to regu- 
late its own monetary system in the in- 
terests of its own people 
is a right 


which no free government can barter, 
sell or surrender. 


"The land and its products are the 


basis of all development and prosper- 
ity. The productive capacity of a coun- 
try must be a basis of its credit. In op- 
posing the policy of contraction which 
must inevitably further depreciate the 
value of land and its products, we are 
the supporters of property rights and 
sound credit, and stand between the 
homes and estates of the people and the 
red flag of the auctioneer." The fol-

was that of John Qulncy Adams. 
He 


voted in the negative emphatically. A 
great many speeches were made during 
the roll-call criticising Mr. Folk's con- 
duct as speaker. Mr. Polk was as firm 
a partisan as Mr. Reed. 
Mr. Reed's 


rulings have been vindicated in most 
cases and the Democratic party was 
forced to adopt' the odious "Reed rules" 
in order to do business. But this does 
not endear Mr. Reed to the members of 
that party any the more. 


John Quincy Adams, who opposed the 


resolution of thanks to Mr. Polk, was 
n. good fighter himself, and a very stub- 
born man. 
He made a sturdy fight for 


the right of petition when some people 
sent him an anti-slavery document to 
present to the house. His contention 
was that every petitioner had a right 
to lay his views before congress. Dur- 
ing the controversy over this point, the 
National Intelligencer, the orinclpal pa-

ate.

This man came to 
him with a request that he have a para- 
graph Inserted In one of the appropria- 
tion bills making an appropriation for 
a new office in the library of congress. 
The librarian was willing to recommend 
the appointment of a laborer; the salary 
would be small, and there'would be 
probably very little objection to the ap- 
propriation In either house or senate. 
The senator said: "Why. you could not 
work for so small a salary as that. You 
couia not afford to." The applicant wag 
quite certain that he could. So the sena- 
tor agreed vto recommend the appropria- 
tion and the office was created. Th« 
senator's constituent was appointed to 
the new place. Almost as soon as the 
place had be"en created, the new office- 
holder came to the senator to get an 
increase In salary from congress. He 
said that the other people who were do- 
ing like work in the library received 
twice as much money as he. Besides, 
he could not live on so small a salary. 
The senator exploded promptly. "You 
told me that this salary would satisfy 
you, when I said that it would not," he 
said. "Now you can take what you 
have or you can get out of Washington 
as soon as you please. I will make it 
my particular business to see that there 
is no Increase made for your particular 
office." 
The office-holder is still draw- 


ing the small salary. But he Is not fond 
of the senator, who Is no other than 
Thomas F. Bayard, ambassador to 
England.

First, because even in the ad- 
vanced *t«ge» of the paralytic forme of the 
dl*ea*e there 1* never a symptom of cramp 
or *pa*m, and, second, beuaute it to not 
restricted to writers, but take* in those 
muscular and nervous disorder* and dis- 
turbance* of movement which afflict mu- 
flclami, artists and other*." Hi* paper to, 
however, devoted entirely to the appear- 
ance of the affliction In writer*. "No two 
case* of writer's cramp are precisely 
alike," he continues, "either in their sub- 
jective effect*) or In their visible manifesta- 
tions " 


The first part of the article Is devoted to 


the first symptoms and different forms of 
the disease; the second, to it* prevention, 
alleviation and cure. "Physicians pre- 
scribe perfect rest," which is, of course, in 
moat case* out of the question, and there- 
fore Mr. Went describes the different de- 
vices by which writer's cramp can be pre- 
vented. The penholder must be held in 
different ways—between the thumb and 
the first finger, between the first and mid- 
dle fingers, between tho middle and fourth 
fingers, etc. 
Holders should never be 


smooth and of various sizes. Cork holders 
are preferable, and changes can be mode 
by tying two of them together, etc. Wom- 
en should take care not to wear tight 
sleeve* while writing, tho arm should be 
kept warm, the height and slant of writ- 
ing desk or table should bo observed—In 
short, a hundred trifles go to make up the 
ounce of prevention that lt> better than the 
pound of cure. Interesting, also, are the 
descriptions, with illustrations of the dif- 
ferent Instruments Invented for the use of 
those who suffer from the disease.—Critic.

of the earth near the poles seems to find 
rent in auroral display*. la. Europe the 
frequency of thunderstorm* increases as 
the observer moves1 southwanl, and then 
it a somewhat irregular line of greatest 
frequency encircling the globe near the 
equator. The number lessens as one moves 
southward from the equator, but not so 
rapidly a* in moving northward from that 
lino, and the region of strong auroral ac- 
tivity is much narrower in the southern 
hemisphere than in tho northern. The 
fnxjuunoy of tempests decreases rapidly in 
going north or south from the equator in 
the interior of the continents. There is » 
line of demarcation between the region of 
frequent and the region of rare tempests, 
extending from the southwest to the 
northeast. In the desert of Africa and 
over Persia and the great area of central 
Asia thunderstorms are infrequent, the 
total number In a given locality not ex- 
ceeding five or nix annually. There is a 
zone with a mean of five to ten tempests 
annually enveloping the northern part of 
European Russia, the southern part of the 
Scandinavian peninsula and Great Britain, 
while at the extreme northwest of the 
Scandinavian peninsula and in Siberia the 
menu duscondg to one, and even none. 


In tho American continent the number 


of tempests Increases regularly in ap- 
proaching the equator, though here, as in 
Europe and Asia, there are marked irregu- 
larities in certain regions. Africa, save at 
points on the coast, is peculiarly free from 
tcmpcstH. The maximum is reached in the 
Bight of Benin. At Lima, Peru, light- 
ning is never seen. Here, •however, earth- 
quakes are of almost dally occurrence, and 
there seems to be a law that in countries 
subject to earthquakes thunderstorms are 
rare, or perhaps more accurately, where 
thunderstorms are unknown earthquakes 
aro frequent. At Leon and Guanajuato, 
Mexico, however, there are from 140 to 
150 thunderstorms In the year. 


Professor Klossoveky finds that the fre- 


quency of thunderstorms In a given region 
depends somewhat upon the conductivity 
of the soil. Where the soil IB a good con- 
ductor tho electrical activity is easily dis- 
tributed without violence. 
Limestone 


regions are subject to thunderstorms be- 
cause the soil Is not a good conductor of 
electricity. He notes also that in the old 
world, in latitude 62 degrees to 64 degrees 
north, thunderstorms are more frequent 
than in the same latitudes of tho new world. 
At the same time the region of auroral ac- 
tivity is broader In the new world than in 
the old.

An old colander or metal vessel 
full of holes may bo placed in the kitchen 
sink, and Into It all scraps and useless left 
overs are to bo thrown. When well 
drained, they aro ready for consumption, 
and will help in keeping tho lire until tho 
next meal.

SHAKCSPLAMK AND VIRGINIA. 


The An* permanent BnglUh wttleoteat 


to America was at JajBwtown, V*., la 
1407. 
WUllam Shakespeare died alas rears 


Uter. In 1010. In August, 1690, negro 
•lavas wet* first introduced Into Virginia, 
horn' 1007 on the colonisation of Virginia 
from England proceeded steadily, and 
briskly, too, (or that age, U bvlug espe- 
cially noteworthy that this colonisation 
fairly represented all England and was not 
restricted to an/ clans or sect. 
Moreover, 


the England of that day was Shakespeare'* 
England—the England from which he drew 
at* characters, manners, speech, prorerba, 
and particularly all tho«e trmlts and touch- 
es that give definite date and tooaUtjr to 
hi* works. 


They were Shakespeare's contemporaries 


who eame over with Captain John Smith 
and his aucoeason—the very men and wo- 
men whom he knew and drew so well, 
some of them also knowing him, not only 
M a dramatist and actor, but also person- 
ally. 
There U a tradition, not fully veri- 


fied nor yet wholly discredited, that among 
these early oolonUu was one of the execu- 
tor* of Shakespeare's will, who lived and 
died at Frederloksburg, It being Commonly 
understood and accepted that, until the 
late war, fragment* of the tombstone of 
thl* executor could still be seen la an old 
cemetery of that town. 


From 1«M the African Mttleueat of »he 


colony and It* Engiuh settlement proceed- 
ed together, part paasu. The negro colo- 
nists, of course, a* slave* and barbarian*, 
were put at the lowest and coarsest labor, 
and there, working side by side with Eng- 
ll*h Hodge, from him they learned such 
English and English folklore a* they ac- 
quired. Later Hodge«nd the negro sep- 
arated, and it was not long before the lat- 
ter was practically segregated, Hodge pro- 
gressing more or less, wlt,h some excep- 
tions, while Sambo, black and a slave, was 
rapidly hedged about by strict law* and 
customs that set him apart and kept him 
stationary. 
To educate him was a crime, 


•but illiterate and barbarous as he was the 
first civilization and education he received 
were English, fresh from the soil of Shake- 
speare's England, and to this day he legi- 
bly retains Shakespeare's mark a* origi- 
nally impressed upon him. 


Of course even In slavery there were 


freedmon, house and town servants and a 
few other negroes from whom this impress 
was partially removed by their opportuni- 
ties and associations, and many more have 
lost it since emancipation and the free 
school have come, but the mass of rural 
negroes, with some whites who have been 
subjected to very similar conditions, still 
remind one of the great dramatist by their 
doings and sayings, their proverbs, omens, 
signs and peculiarities of speech. 
They 


sometimes exhibit an apparent familiarity 
with Shakespeare in their words and 
phrases, but they do not know him at all 
—never heard of him.—Llppiucott's. 


Making Wall Paper. 


It Is very interesting to go through a 


wall paper factory and follow the processes 
of manufacture. 
The designs are the first 


things observed. Formerly there was a 
scarcity of these, but now there is a flood, 
and a manufacturer must exercise much 
artistic taste and business ability in mak- 
ing selections. One was submitted to a 
Hew England manufacturer recently by n 
woman who stated that it was dictated by 
spirits. The least that can be said of It U 
that it was not desirable. 


Various designers have different special- 


ties—some flowers, others architectural 
Ideas, etc.—and of recent years architect^ 
have devoted many of their spare moment! 
to originating all paper designs. 


A complete design consists of three pieces 


—side wall, border and ceiling. The gen- 
eral width of patterns of the side wall and 
ceiling as used in the trade and manufac- 
tured by American machinery Is 18 Inches, 
and the length of the repeat in the pattern 
Is either 115i or 14% or 17% inches, ai 
suggested by the character of the design, 
the shorter repeats being the most satis- 
factory to the trade In general. 


Many of the best effects are produced in 


papers containing only four to six colors, 
but as many as 30 or 25 are sometimes 
used. Each color and shade In a design 
means a separate roller to the manufac- 
turer.—Boston Herald.

Different From the Standpoint* of Chris- 


tianity and CltUeunhlp. 


Charity is a very simple thing when you 


look at it from tho standpoint of the good 
Christian, but it is very complex when 
you look at it from the standpoint of the 
good citizen, and there seems to be an in- 
stinctive effort oa our part to reconcile 
two duties by a certain proportion which 
we observe in giving. Wbuther we say so 
to ourselves or not, wo behave as if It 
would be tho wildest folly to give at all in 
tho measure Christ bode, and by an apt 
psychological juggle we adjust our succor 
to the various degrees of need that present 
themselves. 


To the absolutely destitute it is plain 


that anything will be better than nothing, 
and so we give the smallest charity to 
thotio who need charity most. I dare say 
people will deny this, but it i* true, all 
the same, as the reader will allow when he 
thinks about it. 
We act upon a kind of 


logic In the matter, though I do not sup- 
pose many act consciously upon it. Here 
is a man whispering to yon in the dork 
that he has not had any thing to eat all day 
and dotn not know where to sleep. Shall 
you give him $1 to get a good (upper and 
a decent lodging? Certainly not. You 
•hall give him a dime and trust that some 
one else will give him another, or if you 
have some charity tickets about you then 
you give him one of them and go away 
feeling that you have at once befriended 
and outwitted him, for the supposition is 
that he is it fraud aud has beou trying to 
work you. 


Tlii» is not a question which affects tho 


excellence of tho charities system. I know 
how good and kind aud just that In, but it 
is a question that affects tho whole Chris- 
tian philosophy of giving. A friend, whom 
I was talking the matter over with, was 
inclined to doubt whether Christ's doc- 
trine wus applicable in it« sweeping sim- 
plicity to our complex modern conditions; 
whether it was final, whether It was the 
last word, us wo say. Of course it does 
•oem a little absurd to give to him that 
askoth, whon you do not know what bo is 
going to do wirli the money, and when you 
do not know whether ho bus not como to 
want by his own fault or whether ho is 
really iu want.—-"Tribulationsof a Cheer- 
ful Giver," by W. D. HowelU, in Century. 


Herbaceous PlanU Crave Cool Boll. 
The great majority of hardy perennial 


flowers are natives of woods or grassy 
places whore tho earth is shaded from the 
hot summer suns. Whon they arc removed 
to open borders, they suffer seriously from 
summer heat. It is therefore good practice 
In thetm opon, sunny situations to have tho 
ground mulched— that is to say, covered 
With something like decayed leaves or half 
rotted straw, or anything that will keep 
the scorching rays of the sun from the 
earth. Herbaceous plants do not care so 
much for bright sun 
OR thoy do tor cool 


soil at the roots. 
For tho same reason a 


loose, opon soil is better for growing herba- 
ceous plants than Hull of a heavier charac- 
ter because, having more air spaces, it is 
cooler. 
In short, it is cool noil more than 


shade that herbaceous plants require.— 
Moohan's Monthly. 


Potato** at Forage For Cattle. 


II. Aiine Girard of Falaanderlc, France, 


has communicated another memoir to the 
Academic dcs gcicncufl, Paris, on his ex- 
periments with potatoes as forage for cat- 
tle, from which It appears that tho tnbert 
are a first rate food, whether from the 
point of vluw of fattening or the yield of 
milk and butter. 
Sheep and oxen throve 


much better on potatoes and hay than on 
their ordinary food, and their flesh was 
found to be superior in quality. His paper 
i* worthy the attention of agriculturists, 
especially those of granitic lands, where 
forftgo Is poor.—Isimlon Globe.

Spontaneous combustion may be defined 


a* the Ignition of Inflammable substance* 
without the application of fire or without 
obvious eauat of Inoreawof temperature. 
Occurrence* of tht* sort, formerly consid- 
ered a* being very myrtertous, arc now ex- 
plained by the well understood liability of 
certain substance* to undergo chemical 
change* which develop sufficient heat to 
set them on fire. One of tho great cause* 
of the spontaneous origin of fire* In fac- 
tories, drug store*, etc., 1* the exposure of 
fixed oil*. 
When exposed to light and air, 


these oil* an disposed to oxidise. 
When 


undergoing oxidization, they rapidly ab- 
sorb oxygen and give off carbonic acid gas 
and hydrogen, which soon fire* any In- 
flammable substance through which the 
oil may be diffused. 


Fires of this character may be Illustrated 


by reference to cotton waste and tow, 
mixed with oil, used in lubricating ma- 
chinery, and which, if allowed to accumu- 
late in heaps, Is as dangerous as a lighted 
cigar In a powder mill. The larger the 
heap of such rubbish the greater the dan- 
ger incurred, on account of the extra lia- 
bility to accumulate heat. Packages of 
silks which have boon "charged"—oiled 
to Increase weight—often cause mysterious 
railway, steamship and warehouse fire* by 
oxidization of tho oils with which thoy 
have boon saturated. Fire In waste heaps 
at coal mines Is another form of spontane- 
ous combustion, tho cause In this case to 
be looked for in tho oxidization of the iron 
and sulphur particles found in tho coal,— 
St. Louis Republic.
